LoairriU*, Ky., Juna la.— A 
fierce factiooal fight in the local 
Democfatie ranks reached a climax 
at the primaries held today (or the 
purpose of nominatiuK candidates 
lor the City Coooal. IIm Board of 
Alderman and Ibe Legislature. 
The city administration forces, 
headed by Mayor Charles P. 
Weaver, had the Felice and Fire 
Department at their command, 
while the aoli adminislration men 
had the support of the city snd 
(lie county executive coosnitlees. 

The voting places were opened 
at 7.30 o'clock this morning, and 
at each place the police were on 
hand. They laluscd to allow the 
ptimaries to b« bald until election 
officers favorable to the adminis 
iration csndidates were installed 
In many instances the regularly 
chosen officers of election were 
elected from the voting places by 
force. City Jailer John Fflanz, a 
strung administration worker, was 
knocked down aad severely beaten 
The executive committee issued 
a statemaot at nooa declaring the 
call (or a primary void. All clerks 
sud judt^es were instructed to close 
the (Killii and bring the records 
and ballot Iwxes to the headquart 
trs. The police would not allow 
llii», and till- election wat loft ia 
Ihe hands of the blue coals, who 
acted as clerks and judges. The 
returns will not be counted by the 
committee, and if a ticket it placed 
in the field by Ibe administration 
an iiijuiiciioa will be asked.

A WaatoriaCaal. 

The Salt Lake City, Utah, 
liribuoe, May 27, 1B99, tells the 
tallowing woederful aiory: "Some 
time ago, while Mr. J. W. Ott was 
ualoading a carload of Diamond 
oaal at hia coal yard, he made a 
discovery which tends ton|. . t tlm 
ibcory that the world has been in- 
babitcd by intelligaat beinga for 
oaly a few thousand years. 

"In ualoadinp.tbe coal a solid 
piece ot tW coal weighing nearly 
one hundred pounds attracted hia 
attention bacauae of an object 
aticking from it. Tahing a pick, 
be broke open the coal, and there 
iasbedded in the block, waa a piece 
of iron about aeven inchra totog 
aad aa iacb and a half wi.li The 
glace wbere the iron lay showed 
tbat tbe coal had formed around 
tba iroa, for when broken one 
asda remained intact.aod the matrix 
abaaad parfactly all tlie carves and 
indentations of the iron piece so per- 
fectly formed and the iron ao firmly 
imbaddad aa to maba it uHerly 
impossible that it could have bocn 
placed there by any means after 
aflaff tba coal bad been formed. 

"The iron for about six inches 
is a alraigbt bar, over a quarter 
af aa inch tbiek aod an inch and a 
half wide. At one t ml tin- iron 
IS ahaped like ao arrow-head, with 
a bugling portion, and tben taper- 
ing to a point. In the In a<l and 
at tbaeppoaile end there are holes 
punchad tbroaffh tlia iron with 

aome blunt instrument, each about 
a quarter- inch in diameter. Tart 
of tba iron ta raated away aad 
bent, but tin- portion not nisteil is 
covered witb red paint, which is 
Ml a fMW atala of praaawatiea. 
The iron is maliaabk aad at vary 
fioe grain.

"How it came in the block of 
coal aod what ita alory tells as to 
tbe length of tiaia it baa baea im* 
prisoned bundrnh of fret under 
the surface in the coal meaaures, 
are questiona of paMieBlar iataraat 
to those who have otada a itady of 
theae matters.''

Still occupied hy fori'St, and with 
the knowledge that almost every 
part of it is reached hy the logger 
or sawmill, it is difficult to esti- 
mate how much oak or other lum- 
ber is still available. Enormous 
drains have been made the past few 
years, and it is wi ll known at the 
great hardwood markels that the 
qiialily of tin luk • ( nt to iiiarKel in 
raits is very inferior 10 (lot i)( a few 
years ago. Smaller tr< es are rut 
and timber is sent that would 
have been refused a few years 
aga One of tbe largest niill- 
ownera in the ' Stale remarked 
to me a few days t^n that probably 
not over 10 per cent, of the oak 
received at the mills could he used 
as quarter well oak. Some years 
ago this saini- iiiiiii filled an 

order from the United States Gov- 
ernment lor 50 winter cut white 
oak aticka 16x16x53 feet long. It 
took a large tract of country then 
to furniah this bill. Now proba- 
bly but few counties could produce 
siicil tiliihtr. How few nl us 
know the length ni time it takes 
for nature to produce such trees. 
In iiopkins county the average 
age of 18 white oaks, grown to 
a diameter across the stump of 12 
inches, was 100 years. The young- 
est tree of tbe lot to reach 12 
inches was 75 years old; the oldest 
one nl the lot was 135 years; the 
ages of the iS trees were 75 years, 
i>o, 100, 93, y4, g6, 90, 105, 

loi, 135, yo, 100, 100,98, 130, 115 
and 95 years.

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Upward of 600 wood-making es- 
tablishments, with 17,000,000 of 
capital and something over 
6,000 employes, are drawing oa 
our limber resources. An estimate 
ma<le in 1892 by Maj. Crump of 
the available limber in the State 
gave 83,000,000,000 feet. Of this 
40 percent, was oak of the various 
varieties, 3 per cent, of tulip, a per 
cent, of walnut, 5 per cent, of gum, 
4 per cent, of hickory. 5 per cent, 
of beech and 3 pet cent, of ayca 
more.

Every mill man tells us that 
we are fast using up our forest. Our 
Kentucky LaifiaUti^^ is generous 
in laws to tegnMto ' Blasost every- 
thing under the muL bat ao far has 
failed to take an Interest in the 
preservation of our forests. 

It is a difficult problem only to 
be solved by co operation of the 
genera! and State (jovernments 
anil the owners of forest lands, fn 
Germany much attention has been 
given to foresi^. In foartaMfltate 
adminiatratioas, coyering 1 0,000, • 
000 acres, the cut per acre per year 
for ten years was 55 cubic feet. Of 
this only 15 cubic leet was lumber 
or 120 feet B. M. to the acre. This 
cut was supposed to represent the 
annual growth. Thia would mean 
that the i3,ooo,(x>o fcfcs of forest 
lands in Kentucky afould produce 
yearly 1,560,000,000 foot B. M. 
and 520,000,000 cubic feet of wood 
for use as fuel, charcpai, etc. Tbis 
means that at ^4 per 1,000 feet Ji. 
M. on the stump the annual growth 
of lumber in the entire State is 
worth $6,240,000 or less than hity 
cents per acta. To this add the 
520,000,000 cubic feef unfit for 
lumber.say 7,500, oM cords fitoaljr 
for loel or charcoal at |5 oMfs per 
cord, snd we get 5(, 100,000 to add 
to the lumber value of (he annual 
growth, making a total of 57,340,000 
as the value ot our annual lumber 
crop, a gift from Mture. What 
can we do to preserve th)S wealth?

there is room lor it. The young 
tulip trci s jiisl (loiii the seed in the 
spring are gitln red and put into 
pots or transplanted in the nuraery 
to get siilhcient growth to enable 
them to make a successful fight for 
life when placed in the fMost 
where wanted. Generally ottf. for- 
ests are open to the cow and pig, 
hence the acorn or ihe vmmg tulip 
tree h is a poor tli.Tni r for growth 
unless treated as im nlioned above. 

In I iitting tiinlu r the rule is to 
cut no Iree less than iwtnty-four 
inches in diamet< r unless a tree 
ahows signs of d( cay. We have 
made only a weak attempt toward 
the preservation of our forests, but 
it is an attempt in Ihe right direc- 
tion. We consniiic in our mining 
operation more than one million 
feel of tiiiiher yearly, .md it ho 
hooves us to take care of our heri- 
tage. 

Our first effort was in planting 
walnuts on a four-acre piece of land 
in 1888. The nuta were gathered 
in the fall when ripe; the ground 
was plowed and prepared as for 
corn, and the nuts planted four 
feet apart to allow the young trees 
sixteen square feet of growing 
space. One acre of this experi- 
mental walnut forest has not been 
disturbed, it being left ]tO nature. 
On the other three acrea the troea 
have been thinaod oat until on the 
beat land at leaat 70 per cent, of the 
trees have beeta removed, the 
largest of tin tri es remaining being 
full six int hi s across the stump, 
the trees tweiit> to twenty eight 
feet high. On the acre left in the 
care of nature the trees are smaller 
in diameter, but nearly as high 
The trees taken out have been 
traoaplaatedtiB most cases with in 
different snccesa^ the effort being 
made to transplant in Open 8«Ma 
used as pastures. 

In the past ten years we have 
planted inclosures in walnuts to 
the extent oT tnrealy-five to thirty 
acres, a few aeraa every ooo or two 
yeara.

then the forest is girdled for new 
corn and tobacco patches. The 
worn out land is turned over to 
nature, which produces, i|i seem- 
ing satire, sassafras and persim- 
mon, whew walnut, oak and tulip 
treea 0M« giaw. The real farmer 
never wearaoat laada, afd only 
needs to clear woodland that he 
may increase his crops. There is 
enough cleared land in Kentucky 
to produce many times the crops 
now produced. This simply re- 
quires better farming. Let ns 
keep every acre of iovfal >e now 
have, let us cut only matured trees 
or only tboae •ik4i||p aise, plant 
walnut, white oak and tulip trees 
in the places suited to their growth 
and prevent forest fires. Unlike 
the mineral wealth of the State, 
which when exhaasted cannot be 
replaced, an acre of fotoat can be 
made perpetual. 

Dm of the companies with which 
I am aaaociated holds a largo landed 
estate, much of it foreat. For a 
number of years it has planted 
each year fifty to sixty bushels of 
lilack walnuts in plai.es where the 
timber has been cut or 00 worn-out

MINERALS. 

Besides tlie great coal fields of 
the State w.. find several thousand 
square nules contain marls in great 
quantities, rich in the salts of pot- 
ash and soda, of great value as fer- 
tilizing agents. The careless sys- 
tem of agriculture is rapidly ex- 
lianating much land, and tbe time 
ia coming when these natural fer- 
tilizers will be used in great quan- 
tities. .Almost (very variety of 
clay is found. Fire clays, tile 
clays anil rl.iys for paving brick. 
Building stonestrom iimestone and 
sandstone of the greatest variety of 
color and texture are abundant. 
Tbe limeetonea furniah excellent 
gray, bufl and cream-colored mar- 
bles and the finest oolitics in the 
world. Argillaceous limestones 
that are used lor lithographic pur- 
poses are found. The Waverly 
sandstones and some of the carbon- 
iferous sandstones produce good 
grindstone and mill atooea while 
the Cumberland aandstone is a 
handsome as well as durable 
building stone, unique in color. 

One of the most valuable min- 
eral products of the State ia Ken- 
tunky bituminous rock, OI aapbalt 
rock. I quote Irom a paper read 
before the Engineeia and 
ArchtecU' Club, of thia aitjr, by 
Mr. Marshall Morris: 

"This material is found in the 
Chester group of the subcarbon- 
iferoiis rocks along the eaatern and 
southern edge of tbe western coal 
field of Kentucky, and particularly 
in what is known as the 'third 
sandstone' in Owens' geological 
reports of ixenlurky, and is f.;eo- 
logically about 300 feet below Ihe 
Breckinridge cannel coal. It has 
also been found in the conglo- 
merate sandstone of the coal meas- 
ure, but under heavy cover, and 
h^s not been developed. De- 
posits are found in the counties of 
Breckinridge, Grayson, Edmonson 
and Logan, liiit the Breckinridge 
Asphalt C^ornpauy, liaving its 
mines near (larfield, in Breckin- 
ridge county, is the only one 
which has made a commercial suc- 
ceaa oi the material, though sev- 
eral hundred tons have been quar- 
ried and used in putting down 
small sample pavements by the 
Logan County Company. 

The Grayson county company 
was first in the field, but their 
property has not been operated for 
several years. 

The Kentucky liiiiiininous lui K 
Will make a good pa\ eiiient hy it- 
self, as is shown by the piece on 
Jefferson street, in Louisville, and 
by the first laid atreets in Buffalo, 
N. Y. The pavement so laid is 
soft and is resdily torn by the toe 
calk of horses and indented by the 
wheels of vehicles. These marks 
disappear under continual traffic, 
but it was shown that at least 
twelve months was required to 
produce a permanent road and 
that the appearance of the atreet 
in tbe meaatine was in no msn> 
ner conducive to popularity. 

Since then extended experi- 
ments have resulted in making a 
satisfactory pavement hy ,i loni 
bination of l\entucky hiiuiiiinuus 
rock and hitiiiiiinoiis limestone, 
obtained both Irom Texas and In- 
dian Territory. 

The queston of street cleaning 
and sanitatiea is closely connected 
with tbe subject of asphalt p.ivc 
inents. I believe that asphalt is 
Ihe material which in the future 
will be the Standard pavemi iit in 
all cities, and I hope to see the 
Kentucky deposits so developed 
and the manipulat.on of the ma- 
terial so thoroughly studied and 
perfected that our city and State

The United States now prodncea 
more iron than any country in the 
world. The (growth of this indus- 
try ia comparable only with the 
wonderful Rrowth of thia country, 
now the foremost in the world. 
While Kentucky is yet low in 
rank as a maker ol pig iron, the 
time will come when the large de- 
posit of ore known to exist will be 
called upon. From the Kentucky 
geological reporta we learn that 
the ore ia divided into three 
claaaoa: 

Firat— The CKbIob ora ol the 

Silurian period. 

Second — The unstratified limon- 
ites of the subcarboniferous lime- 
stone. 

Third. — The stratified carbonate 
and limoniteaof the coal measures. 

Tbe firat and third of theae are 
foaad in Baateni Katncky, while 

the second and third conatitute the 
principal ores of Western Ken* 

tiirky. The ore districts of East- 
ern Kentucky are the llan^;ing 
Hock Iron Kegion which emhraces 
Greenup, lioyd. Carter and Law- 
rence counties, and the Red River 
I ron Region which embracea por- 
tions of Eatill, Lea, Powell, Meni- 
fee and Bath countica. Tbe ores 
of the first named are ttratified 
Carbonate and T.imonites of the 
lower coal nu asiiies and known as 
limestones, black and Kidney 
ores, which occur in well defined 
geological levels ol vatioua thick- 
ness. The irqn from theae ores la 
most excellent for foundry pur- 
poaea, noted for its fluidity and 
non-shrinkage in cooling. As a 
rule the limestone ore is the rich- 
est and most regular in ipiality. 
The Kidney ore is next in value, 
while the black varies much in 
quality. 

The ores of the Red river region 
are the Clinton orea and a atratified 
ore reating on Ihe subcarboniferoua 
limestone at the base of the coal 

shales. In Western Kentucky we 
have thf hrown ores of the Cum- 
1 rUnd river region in ID^^', Liv- 
ingston, Lyon, Caldwell and Cnt 
tenden QOmi|M. Theae ores are 
limonitea occurring in irregular 
beda. Theae orea vary much in 
qnahfy,but exist in enormoua quan 



miles af the Western field to the 
State. A total coal area of 15,- 
680 square miles, nearly twice that 
of Great Britain. So far, the coal 
areas of the Dakotaa, Montana, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Utah and New 
Mexico have not been determined, 
but Kentucky atanda aeventh in 
the list of statea with ita 15,680 
square miles.

Kentucky ia the only State that 
haa within ita bordera parts of the 
great Eastern or Appalachian coal 
field, and, also part of the great 
Western or Illinois coal field. 
The United States Geological Sui- 
\(> Kives 11,180 square miles of

The Western Kentucky field 
producea 61 per cent of the entire 
production of the State. At least 
twelve workable veins arc known, 
hut all ar<f not present in any one 
section. The purest coal is lound 
in one or two of the lowest veins, 
but these veins are rather uncer- 
tain; are uaaalty of leaa thickness 
than the upper veina and more 
expenaive to work. Most of the 
coal iu this field comes from No. 9 
and No, 11 veins. No 9 producing 
most of the coal. For sti'.un and 
domestic use a large amount of 
this coal is used in Louisville. It 
is this coal that has made the 
Louisville market one of the 
cheapeat in tbe world. Coal is as 
cheap in Loniaville aa in Pitts- 
burgh, but cheap coal fails here to 
build up the industries that go to 
make a (^n at 1 ity. I'hiladclphia, 
the greatest iiianiifactiiriug city in 
America, pays for its coal more 
than twice what Louisville pays,

1 he eastern coal field has many 
workable coal veins, both bitu- 
minous and cannel. Many of 
theec are stipenor coala for ateam 
and domestic use, rMiarkable for 
low aah. The future will develop 
a great coking interest in Eastern 
Kentucky without doubt. At least 
three veins are coking coals, one 
of them, the Mlkhorn, extending 
through several counties io South- 
western Kentucky, attaining its 
greatest thickness in Pike, Letcher 
and Harlan coontiea. Caaoel 
coals are found in aixteen countiea 
in the eastern coal field. The 
coals of the western field will be 
largely used in time in making 
iron with llie ores of Kentucky 
and lennessee, but generally the 
coals of Kentucky will have to be 
used in industrial enterpriaea at 
home. To the iron famace aiHl 
the rolling mill we must add the 
factory and the ItMrn. On the 
south and east we meet the coals 
of Alabama, Tenneasee and \'ir- 
ginia. On the north those of 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. On 
the west Arkansas, the Indian 
Territory and Miaaouri are com- 
petitora. Hence wo can sot «>• 
pect to extend our markata much 
beyond present limits. In ftaah 
ville we divide the market with 
Tennessee coal. In Memphis we 
meet the coals of Arkansas, Ala- 
bama and Illinois, and even in Pa- 
ducah, almost in our own coal 
field, we divide the market with 
Illinois coal, while in Louisville 
we meet coals from Indiana, West 
Virginia, Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The furnace at Clarksville, 
Tenn., about going into blast, 
will use some Western Kentucky 
coke, and just now smelters in 
Mexico, South Dakota and Mia 
souri are using coke froaa this 
field. While we may hope to con- 
tinue making iron with thia coke, 
the other markets mentioned are 
very uncertain and liable to be 
taken Irom us by coke froaa laaa 
distant coal fields.
